Eighteen of 61 non-tenured 
school district employees who 
received pink slips in May were 
recently notified that they would 
not retain their jobs despite Su- 
perintendent of Schools Deatrah 
Barnett’s efforts to secure federal 
stimulus monies for salaries. 

Among those laid off are 13 
certified employees including 
teachers, administrators, etc., and 
five classified employees includ- 
ing aides and bus drivers. 

The cuts are a result of state 
educational budgetary issues 
caused by the current global re- 
cession, which has created a 
$329,000 shortfall in 2009-2010 
Support Education Excellence in 
Kentucky (SEEK) funding for 
the district. 

Approximately $90,000 of the 
district’s Title I funding could 
also not be allocated for staff 
salaries due to unmet Kentucky 
Core Content student assessment 
goals, which require the money 
to be used for professional devel- 
opment purposes. 

The unmet goals, which have 
put the school district in “Tier 
Consequences” also mandates 
that an additional $50,000 of lo- 
cal Title I funding plus up to 
$40,000 of Rural Schools fund-

USDA announces 
new deadline for 
crop certification 

LEXINGTON, KY., July 7 — 
USDA has extended the acreage 
reporting dates final crop report- 
ing dates to August 14, 2009, for 
all other crops, except small 
grain and value loss crops. Pro- 
ducers are reminded that require- 
ments must be met prior to re- 
ceiving program benefits. Late 
fees will not be applied if acre- 
age reports are filed by August 
14 and all other reporting re- 
quirements are met. 

Exception: Crops insured 
through NAP must report the 
earlier of: 15 calendar days be- 
fore the onset of Harvest or Graz- 
ing, or August 14, 2009. Losses 
and/or damages to crops must be 
reported after each disaster oc- 
currence and in a timely manner 
to insure continued eligibility for 
benefits. 

Filing an accurate acreage re- 
port for all crops and land uses, 
including failed acreage and pre- 
vented planting acreage, can pre- 
vent the loss of benefits for a 
variety of programs. 

Producers are encouraged to 
contact their local Service Cen- 
ter for additional information.

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Poison Ivy Virginia Creeper 



Poison Ivy, Virginia Creeper 
Plant Characteristics 



A Good Thing To Know 



Do you know how to spot the 
difference between the poison 
ivy plant climbing up a tree trunk 
and the Virginia creeper climb- 
ing up a tree trunk a few feet 
away? If you don’t: Danger! Stay 
away! 

All parts of poison ivy con- 
tain a dangerous skin irritant pro- 
ducing a painful, burning erup- 
tion on the skin by contact or 
smoke if breathed into the lungs. 
It grows an erect shrub, trailing 
vine or climber. Leaves are three- 
parted. They may be stiff and 
leathery or merely thin; some- 
what hairy beneath, the tops are 
smooth and not shiny, or dull, 
toothless and wavy. 

Upright plants usually are 
branches of the underground 
stems and roots. Height is 2’ to 
5’ when not climbing high on 
trunks of trees, on stone walls or 
running over low ground. Fruits 
are small, white, ball-shaped and 
clustered, and are relished by 
over 60 species of birds. Many 
seeds are passed undamaged 
through their digestive systems 
and this distributes the poison ivy 
plant, which is a beautiful color 



in autumn. 

A similar plant is poison oak, 
which has three-parted leaves 
and visible buds. It also has up- 
right, long stalks of end leaflets. 

Nor should the triple leaf of 
poison ivy ever be mistaken for 
that of the Virginia creeper, 
which has five leaflets strongly 
toothed. It is a familiar creeping 
or trailing vine common in its 
wild state on low rich ground. It 
climbs by means of disc-bearing 
tendrils and aerial rootlets. The 
deep green leaves have five to 
seven lance-shaped leaflets, 
much curved, tough and veined. 
Both leaf and berry stalks are a 
beautiful deep red in autumn. 

Keep children and dogs away 
from fence rows and wooded ar- 
eas where the three-leaved poi- 
son ivy plant abounds and be 
safer the year around.

Controlling corn earworm in sweet corn 



One of the most potentially 
damaging problems facing sweet 
corn producers is controlling in- 
sects that feed on the ear. Dur- 
ing the summer months, sweet 
corn producers need to watch for 
corn earworm. 

Corn earworm is potentially 
the greatest threat to sweet corn 
production in Kentucky. Because 
it feeds directly on the ear, is dif- 
ficult to control, and is common 
in high numbers at the end of the 
season, most insecticides used on 
sweet corn target this pest. Once 
earworm becomes established 
within the ear, control is impos- 
sible. Earworms spend a rela- 
tively short period of their life 



feeding in a site that can receive 
an adequate insecticide applica- 
tion. An effective program, es- 
pecially on late-season corn, is 
necessary to ensure that damaged 
ears are kept to a minimum. 

Currently, the primary insec- 
ticides used for corn earworm 
control in sweet corn belong to 
the pyrethroid class. There is 
growing concern that corn ear- 
worm in some regions of the 
Midwest has developed resis- 
tance to this class of insecticides. 
Some field failures have been re- 
ported. 

Earworms vary in color, but 
they have a brown head without 
markings and numerous micro- 



scopic spines covering their body. 
Corn earworms are moderately 
hairy larvae that vary from yel- 
low, to green, to red to brownish 
black. They may be found feed- 
ing in the ear tips following 
silking. The larvae are cannibal- 
istic, rarely is there more than one 
per ear or whorl. 

You can start a preventive pro- 
gram against corn earworms 
when 10 percent of the ears are 
silked. Repeat sprays at three-to- 
five day intervals until 90 percent 
of the silks have wilted. This strat- 
egy should give a high percent- 
age of worm-free ears during 
early and midseason. Control is 
more difficult late in the season. 
Even shortening spray intervals 
may produce only 90 percent 
clean ears. Source: Ric Bessin, 
Uk Extension Entomologist.

The Livestock Indemnity Pro- 
gram (LIP) compensates live- 
stock owners and contract grow- 
ers for livestock death losses in 
excess of normal mortality due 
to adverse weather, including 
losses due to hurricanes, floods, 
blizzards, disease, wildfires, ex- 
treme heat and extreme cold. Eli- 
gible losses must have occurred 
on or after Jan. 1, 2008, and be-

Child Find 

The Morgan County School District 
keeps educational records in a secure 
location in each school and board of- 
fice. 

The Morgan County School District 
obtains written consent from a parent 
or eligible student (age 18 or who is 
attending a postsecondary institution), 
before disclosing personally identifiable 
information or to an entity or individual 
not authorized to receive it under 
FERPA. 

For students who have been deter- 
mined eligible for Special Education, 
educational records will be destroyed 
at the request of parents when they are 
no longer needed to provide educa- 
tional programs or services. The Mor- 
gan County School District may destroy 
the educational recordsof a child with- 
out parent request according to 
"Records Retention Schedule” after 
they are no longer needed to provide 
educational programs or services. Par- 
ents are advised that data contained in 
the records may later be needed for 
Social Security benefits or other pur- 
poses. The Morgan County School Dis- 
trict may retain, for an indefinite pe- 
riod of time, a record of the student's 
name, address, telephone number, 
grades, attendance records, classes at- 
tended, grade level completed and year 
completed. 

Children eligible for Special Educa-

Children eligiblefor 504 servicesin- 
clude those children who have a current 
physical or mental impairment that cur- 
rently substantially limits some major 
life activity which causes the student's 
ability to access the school environment 
or school activities to be substantially 
limited. 

The Morgan County School District

The Family Educational Rights and 
Privacy Act (FERPA) affords parents and 
students over 18 years of age ("eligible 
students”) certain rights with respect to 
the student's education records. These 
rights are: 

(1) The right to inspect and review 
the student's education records within 
45 days of the day the school receives a 
request for access. 

Parents or eligible students should 
submit to the school principal [or ap- 
propriate school official] a written re- 
quest that identifies the record(s) they 
wish to inspect. The school official will 
make arrangements for access and no- 
tify the parent or eligible student of the 
time and place where the records may 
be inspected. 

(2) The right to request the amend- 
ment of the student'seducation records 
that the parent or eligible student be- 
lieves a re inaccurate, misleading or oth- 
erwise in violation of the student's pri- 
vacy rights under FERPA. 

Parents or eligible students who 
wish to ask the school to amend a 
record should write the school princi- 
pal [or appropriate school official], 
clearly identify the part of the record 
they want changed, and specify why it 
should be changed.

A school official isa per- 
son employed by the school as an ad- 
ministrator, supervisor, instructor or 
support staff member (including health 
or medical staff and law enforcement 
unit personnel); a person serving on the 
school board; a person or company with 
whom the school has contracted as its

Notice For Directory 
Information 

The Family Educational Rights and 
Privacy Act (FERPA), a federal law, re- 
quires that the MORGAN COUNTY 
SCHOOL DISTRICT, with certain excep- 
tions, obtain your written consent prior 
to the disclosure of personally identifi- 
able information from your child'sedu- 
cation records.

Outstanding scholar-athlete signs with 
Kenyon College; grandson of Morgan folk 



Shelby (Ohio) football coach 
Chris Solis sent recruiting tapes 
of Kyle Bailey everywhere, hop- 
ing his All-Ohio linebacker and 
starting fullback would get some 
college to bite. Few did. 

“Most of them said he was too 
small and too slow,” Solis said, 
“but you can’t measure this kid 
by his size and speed. You’ve got 
to measure his heart. He’s a 
fighter.” 

Bailey brought the same tenac- 
ity to the classroom, where the 
Mansfield (Ohio) News Journal’s 
Male Scholar- Athlete of the Year 
was known to get a little hot un- 
der the collar. 

“I had him in social studies his 
freshman year,” Solis said. “If 
someone got a better grade than 
him, I’d have to let Kyle leave the 
room to cool down. He’s a very 
intense, very motivated athlete, 
and that’s the way he was in the 
classroom, too.” 

Kyle is the grandson of former 
Morgan Countians Dillard Bailey, 
Jr. and Joyce Perry Bailey, who 
reside in Shelby, Ohio. 

Kenyon College football 
coach Ted Stanley saw something 
beyond the recruiting film that his 
peers missed and offered Bailey 
a spot on his NCAA Division III 
team. 

He wants to be a surgeon — 
“I’ll figure out what kind when I 
start college” — and should feel 
right at home in a program that 
had 12 pre-med students on 
Stanley’s 52-man roster last sea- 
son. 

“We’re one of the most selec- 
tive schools in Ohio and it adds 
another level of difficulty for him 
by going pre-med, but we attract 
those kinds of guys,” Stanley 
said. “We look forward to Kyle 
stepping up to the challenge.” 

Stanley wasn’t scared off by 
Bailey’s 4.8 speed or his lack of

size (5-foot-10, 195 pounds). 
Maybe the Kenyon coach got 
blinded by his recruit’s 4.06 
grade point average. 

“Everybody we recruit has to 
be better academically,” Stanley 
said. “I think what swung it for 
us beyond what we saw of him 
on film was the character of the 
kid. Yes, he’s a smaller-package 
guy, but what we look for are 
guys that are extremely produc- 
tive. He’s coming from a tradi- 
tionally tough, solid football pro- 
gram and those are the intan- 
gibles we look at.” 

Mark Kirby, whose Whippets 
won an NOL wrestling title in 
2007, calls Bailey “the smartest 
wrestler I’ve ever coached.” 

“Athletics and academics go 
hand-in-hand and we really 
stress that at Shelby,” Solis said. 
“We want kids to be great ath- 
letes, but it starts in the class- 
room. If they put the time in in 
the classroom, you’ll get great 
effort from them athletically, too. 

Bailey earned second team 
All-Ohio honors after making 
139 tackles, including 35 solos, 
12 hits for loss and 13.5 sacks, 
for the Northern Ohio League’s 
top defense. He also made a suc- 
cessful conversion from guard to 



fullback, rushing for 955 yards 
and averaging almost six yards 
a carry. 

“He played a little fullback his 
freshman year and was just a 
bruiser,” Solis said. “He just 
loves the physical part of the 
game. He’ll put his head down 
and get you four yards, and that’s 
our rule, whether you get any 
blocking or not. He said ‘Coach, 
I can do it.’ He stepped up to the 
challenge. He made 11 catches 
and four of them were for touch- 
downs of 60 yards or more. He’d 
literally run over people.” 

Bailey’s success in the fall 
carried over to the winter, where 
he was the NOL wrestling cham- 
pion at 215 pounds and a Divi- 
sion II state qualifier. 

Instead of resting on those 
laurels, he went out for tennis for 
the first time this spring, earning 
NOL runner-up honors at No. 2 
doubles with partner Colton 
Rheinbolt. 

“I hate to lose real badly, in 
anything,” Bailey said. “Losing 
gets my fire going, and I don’t 
like getting bad grades, either. If 
I get lower than a B in anything 
I get mad.” 

His parents, Melissa, a nurse, 
and Jason Michel, a corrections 
officer, have been tremendous 
influences. 

“You’ve got to be dedicated; 
organizing your time is the big- 
gest thing,” Bailey said. “You 
have to prioritize, and school is 
the No. 1 priority. My mom al- 
ways pushed me hard with 
grades, saying you have to get 
better grades to get as much 
(scholarship) money as possible 
when you graduate.” 

Bailey was also a member of 
“Big Brothers” at the high school 
and the “God Squad” at First 
Lutheran Church in Shelby, two 
programs where the high- 
schoolers take younger kids un- 
der their wing. 

Bailey’s 6-year-old brother, 
Austin, couldn’t have a better 
role model. 

“If I had 11 Kyle Baileys out 
there, not only would we have a 
good shot at being the best aca- 
demic institution,” Solis said, 
“but we’d win a few state cham- 
pionships, too.”

Football practice 
opens with effort 
and optimism

It’s 36 days and counting to 
the start of the high school foot- 
ball season. With the dead period 
ending July 9, teams around the 
state officially opened summer 
practice on Wednesday. 

Morgan County coach Brian 
Turner welcomed 36 players to 
camp, which is quite impressive 
considering the Cougars are now 
with their third coach in the last 
three years. He admits he’s pleas- 
antly surprised with the numbers 
and talent. 

“To be honest, I’m really im- 
pressed,” Turner said. “When 
you see the positive attitudes and 
the work ethic these kids have, 
it’s hard to believe this group was 
winless last season.

SPINNING WHEEL. In pio- 
neer days, along with such house- 
hold practices as canning veg- 
etables, churning butter and mak- 
ing candles, the art of spinning 
yarn and thread on a spinning 
wheel was common. 

Spinning short fibrous mate- 
rial (like cotton, flax and wool) 
into strands preceds weaving, 
which itself is a very ancient 
practice. Primitive threadmaking 
used a spindle, but by the Middle 
Ages the spindle was placed in a 
frame and rotated by means of a 
large wheel turned by one hand. 
In 1553, aresident of Brunswick, 
England, developed a spinning 
wheel with a treadle. 

There were basically two 
types of spinning wheels. The 
larger one was almost five feet 
high. This wheel was spun by one 
hand, and then the spinner 
worked quickly, using both hands 
until the momentum slowed and 
the wheel needed turning again. 

The smaller, roughly three- 
foot wheel had two improve- 
ments: a device that distributed 
the fibrous material on the 
spindle evenly, and a foot-oper- 
ated treadle which freed the 
hands to manipulate the material. 

Such a small wheel is shown 
in the accompanying photograph. 
It belonged to my great-great- 
grandmother, Lou Ann Maxey 
(1838-1899), daughter of Dr. 
Raney Maxey (1805-1869) and 
wife of Joseph Greenville Nickell 
(1835-1911). In time, according 
to a family story, she gave the 
wheel to her daughter, Mary Ann, 
but when Mary Ann and her hus- 
band were moving to the Okla- 
homa Territory, she decided not 
to take it. Instead, she gave it to 
her sister-in-law, Virginia Cox 
Nickell, who in turn passed it 
down her granddaughter, Virginia 
(Nickell) Hibbard.

And there it reposes today in 
London, Ky., although Virginia 
has shared it with other family 
members over the years. For a 
time when I was a boy, it was in 
the “museum” I had established 
a spare room of parents’ home in 
West Liberty. Virginia’s uncle, 
the late Lexington attorney 
Raymond B. Murphy, later kept 
it in his rustic cabin on Lake 
Cumberland, and Virginia’s sis- 
ter, Lucille (Nickell) Haney, of 
Lexington, had it for several 
years among her antiques. 

No doubt, in the future others 
will treasure this heirloom, which 
has survived through portions of 
three centuries.
